Some 
want light, and others ſnut their Eyes and 
dare not make uſe of their Underſtanding: 
They make it a part of Piety to believe eve- 
ry thing which Catholick Authors have writ- 
ten, and the moſt ignorant People believe.

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For my patt, I think tru 
the love of Truth and the Purity of Religion, 
and above all, in obſerving theſe Precepts 
which are expreſly laid down in Scripture. 
St. Paul, I ſce, frequently recommends the 
avoiding of Fables, to Titus and Timothy, 
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and amongſt other Irregularities of the laſt 


Times, he foretels that they ſhall turn away 
their Eyes from the Truth, and be turned 
unto Fables. I perceive that learned Fables 


are not leſs rejected by St. Peter, than 


thoſe of old Wives 2 St. Paul, and as 
he condemns Jewiſh Fables, -I believe he 
would have likewiſe condemned Chriſtian 


Fables, if then there had been any ſuch. What 


will thoſe Men ſay to this, whoſe timorouſ-
